: The huge block tumbled two 
storeys, from above the entrance 
to the Queen Mary Veterans Hos- 
pital, Janding on a spot where the 
princess and duke had been 
standing not more than a minute 
before. 

The royal couple, concluding a 
three-day visit to Montreal, gad 
pald 9 28-minute call at the 
pital en route to Dorval Airport. 

There was no suggestion of 
sabozige. Dr. Jules Mercier, sup- 
erintendent of the hospital, said 
the cement was loosened by wind 
and water. A high wind was blow- 
Ing at the time. 

The chunk of concrete formed 
part of the triangular ornamental 
design above the high doorway 


Ing. . 

On the heavy base is the name 
of the hospital. At the apex is 
a cross, At each side of the base 
are ornamental pieces. All had 
cardboard, shield-shaped designs 
of the Urion Jack wired to them. 

The ornamental section which 
fell was at the left of the triangle 
base es one enters the hospital. 


Many Witness Fall 


Several hundred persons wit- 
nessed the near-tragedy in which 
chunks of concrete were sprayed 


against the sides of automobiles in |‘ 


the royal motorcade which was 
leaving the hospital. ¥ 

Staff Sgt. John Morris, on 
guard duty at the hospital, suffer- 
ed leg and arm injuries and Donat 
Blair, a hospital employee, suffer- 
ed chest bruises When struck by 
small bits of concrete. 

The princess and the duke were 
scheduled to pay a half-hour call 
with ‘the veterans. But their mo- 
torcade was seven minutes late 
leaving the Windsor Hotel where

Rather, the worry results from 
the nature of our export trade. For 
one thing, more than 63 per cent 
of our sales are to the United 
States, and Mr. Marsh commented: 

“Our dependence on the U.S. 
market (grateful as we are for it 
because without it our export 
figurs would ‘be pathetic) “ise at 
once our greatest temporary assct 
and the greatest menace to our 
future autonomy.” 

One reason for the high propor- 
tion af sales to the United States 
is that Britain, the rest of the 
Commonwealth and Empire, ard 
Europe, have not got our’ kind of 
money (dollars) with which to 
buy from us; and we are not buy- 
ing enough for them to supply 
them with our kind of money. 

Mr. Gwyn urged: “We must 
strain every effort to ease this 
problem in our own interest,”
